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Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

For clarity and/or definiteness, it appears that "and" (claim 2, line 3) should be -an~, 

that -respectively— should be inserted before "with" (claim 2, line 3 from bottom), that - 

each— should be inserted after "with" (claim 2, line 2 from bottom). 

All claims should be revised carefully to correct all other deficiencies similar to the 
ones noted above. 



Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP§ 201.15. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morita et 
al (US 2004/0061016). Note at least element 407 where the angle appears to meet 
claim 3. 
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Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morita et a! (US 6236539). 

Note lock members 540 where the angle appears to meet claim 3. To make the 
members extend from a mounting portion as shown in fig. 4 would have been an 
obvious matter of design choice to a person having ordinary skill in the art based on 
factors such as preference, design criteria, space optimization, and costs (as in 
reducing the number of parts).
